Applicant's arguments, see pages 15-17 of the Remarks section, filed 6/20/2006, with respect to the rejection of claims 1, 3-12, 14-22, 24- 
32 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues (see page 15, 3rd paragraph) that the limitation of Applicant's Independent claims that is not present in the cited 
references is "a module state database for storing module cost data of first and second modules and cost data of other network nodes; 
(and) a link state database for storing link cost data of communication links. 

However. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The present claim language Is broad and in view of the broadest reasonable Interpretation of 
this language, cited reference does teach a module state database modules (column 13 lines 12-18, The global controller 162) for storing 
module cost data (column 13 lines 12-18, available capacity on channels ) of first and second modules (column 13 lines 12-18, The global 
controller 162 maintains 2XN module-state matrix, one row of the matrix stores each module's available capacity on channels connecting 
the module to the core) a link state database modules (column 13 lines 12-18, The global controller 162) for storing link cost data (column 
13 lines 12-18, available capacity on channels connecting the core to each module) of communication link (column 13 lines 12-18, 2XN 
module-state matrix, and the second row of the matrix stores the available capacity on channels connecting the core to each module). 
As such claims 1. 3-12, 14-22, 24-32 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) stands rejected. 
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
